Between 12 and 1 o'clock today the 


•first test 0.1 thawing out water pipes with 
electricity was made at the home of Mr;. 
A. Duffey, corner of College avenue and 
Sixth Street, under tie direction of Wil- 
liam H. La ing, of the Racine Water 
company, 
and

Badger Eicc'tric Co.. and it was a suc- 
cess. During 'the recent co.d weather a 
service pipe forty fcci; long tind three- 
quarters of an inch in diameter, leading 
into the buflding, was frozen solid.
